THE EXPORT CATTLE TRADE, 


The London, Eng., Vaily Graphic of 
February 14th contains a sketch of an im- 
mense ocean steamer ready for launching, 
and the frame of another of like kind, as 
to which it says; ‘' Another ocean going 
steamerof- the largest size, built specially 
for cargo-carrying, has just been Jaonched 
at Belfast—-the White Star liner Nomadic, 
of 6,000 gross tonnage. The Nomadio, 4 
four-masted vessel, built of Siemens-Martin 
ateel, fs designed for the North Atlantic 
cattle trad¢, to carry fifteen hundred live 
cattle at each trip, in pens constructed to 
shelter and ensure the safety of the beasts 
in the heaviest weather. Tho dimensions 
are—length over all, 475 feet, with 49 foet 
beam. Sho is tho first large cargo steamer 
fitted with twin screws. The vessel shown 
in the foregoing sketch, in frame, alongside 
the Nomadio, is a sister ship, by the samo 
builders, Harland & Wolff, destined to be 
the White Star Hner Tauric, and also in- 
tended for the Atlantic live cattle trade.” 

From the-foregoing itis apparent that 
the trade in live cattle between this conti- 
nent and England is certain of an enormous 
expansion. Are Canadian farmers eo blind 
to their own interests ag to loso tho great 
advantage which they possess in this trade 
—an Wdvantage of 1 cent per pound, which 
amounted to $1,500,000 last year—by vot- 
ing forthe policy of the Laurlorites?

On September 24th in the samo yoar— 
the grain season Having then fairly opened 
—the quotatioue of grain were : 

Barley, 70c@ 75c ; Wheat, 75c; Peas, 
450 @ 55c ; Oate, 30c @ Sle. 

And this, remember, was aflor a season 
of exceptional scarcity, for in the previous 
yeaf-the crops had failed and the Govern- 
menthad been obliged to aid the farmera 
{n purchasing seed grain. 

Going on to 1865, wo find numerous 
notices of assignments of Bolloville traders 
and others—asa matter of fact a majority 
of the business mon in town were unable to 
get through the disastrous years named 
withoat securing relief from their creditors 
—and the advertisements of sales {farming 
land, &., by the sheriff were thon much 
more numerous thiun they have been under 
the N. P.

Wuoeer Facts About Beavers. 

James Sherman of Clifton, who is trap- 
ping beaver at Knappa, was telling recently 
some queer things about beaver and beaver 
trappiog. The animal, be says, bas the most 
acute sense of smell of any animal that ex- 
ists. In setting the traps you must wait till 
low water, in order to have the tide when it 
comes in obliterate all traces of your pre- 
sonce. When a beayeriscaughtin a trap 
the other beavers at once enable him to 
made good his escape by seizing him by tho 
toil and hauling iim away until they release 
him, often leaving the limb in the trap ns 
an evidence of the struggle that ensued. Ho 
caught a beaver last winter on Puget Island 
and says that it had only two toes on a bind 
foot, the other three lezs being amputated 
as close to the body as if the limbs had pever 
existed. 

Mr Sherman says there is one faculty the 
beaver possesses that would be a profitable 
aud interesting study for scientific men, and 
tha is the power of making objects adhere 
to the bottom of a stream without any ap- 
parent means of securing them. The beaver 
lives mostly on wood, which it cuts and 
deposits on the bottom, where it remains, 
contrary to the natural laws, which would 
in ordinary cases cause the wood to rise to 
the surface. How this is accomplished it is 
dificult to decide, but it is nevertheless a 
fact, as Mr, Sherman assures us that he has 
tried it time and again. Beaver trapping 
pays well where any considerable number 
can be caught, the average price of the furs 
beiag from $3.30 to $5 per pound,—Cathla-

Great os the agony must have 
been he probably made no sound, knowing 
that it would arouso his mother, son 
or daughter, Another nail was placed 
upon the other foot, but the blow from 
the hammer failed to drive it through. 
It stuck a bone, in which it becamo imbeded, 
Laying his left band Mat upon the floor, with 
the palm upward, he drove a third nail deep 
into the flesh, While secking to drivo a 
fourth nail into bis right hand, which must 
necessarily have beon a very difficult opera- 
tion considering the laceration of his other

Dr. Nowton 
abated tho object of the meeting and called 
on Dr. Oronyhatekha, who stated that he 
was in town to dedicate a hall of tho Indo- 
pondent Order of Foresters, which had 
been postponed in ordor that all might at- 
tend this meeting. The doctor related his 
experience and acquaintacce in the United 
States. 

Mr. W. B. Northrup was Introduced and 
on rising the reception ho received was one 
novor before aivon by a Desoronto aud- 
Mr. Northrup ondeavored to 
speak but could not by reason of tho ap- 
plauso. Ab length silence rolgned and Mr, 
Northrop assured tho audience that the 
policy of the Government was the same as 
it had boon for the past twelve yoars. The 
speaker cited the fact that not a nation or 
colony had ever yeb been asked to hand 
over ito fiscal affairs to another nation and 
he did not think that any natlon would act 
in such a rash manner. Mr, Northrup 
answered the argument that has been ad- 
vanced by Mr. Burdett and his supporters 
at public meetings thatin the county of 
Hasting there were mortgages to the ex- 
tent of $158,000 on the farms and holding 
up to show that all were going in a down- 
ward courso. Mr, Northrup was loudly 
applauded when he stated that the assessed 
value of the farms was over $7,000,000, 
leaving a fair margin to live on a few years, 
Mr. Northrup was loudly applauded at In- 
tervals, and also when he took his seat. 

Mr. E. W. Rathbun was called upon, and 
auch an ovation as he recelyed was hardly 
excelled by that given to Mr, Northrup. 
Mr. Rathbun was pleased with the abllity 
shown by the candidate of the Conservative 
party, and hoped that when he got to Otta- 
wa be would look to the matter that taxes 
of farmers, mechanics, and manufacturers 
would not be increased beyond what was 
necessary, and that ho had shown to all his 
position and feeling in the present political 
situation by the pamphlet issued by him. 

The Hon. Mackenzie Bowell was then 
introduced, and answered many of the 
would-be argumonts used by the Grit speak- 
ers, also showed the fallacy of unrestricted 
reciprocity, citing the variance of the tariff 
of Oanada and the United States—that the 
reason the United States wanted Canada 
was for their benefit financially. Mr. 
Bowell closed with an earnest appeal to the 
electors to stand by the Conservative Gov- 
ernment and to use their best efforts to 
place Mr. Northrup in a seat at Ottawa. 
Avall times during the meeting when Mr. 
Northrup’s name was mentioned a storm of 
applause was given. 

The meeting closed with cheers for the 
Queen, Sir John A. Macdonald, Hon. 
Mackenzle Bowell and Mr. Northrup. 

The indications of the meeting wero that 
Deseronto would give Mr. Northrup the 
largest majority ever given to a Conserva- 
tivo, and it is conceded by the Grits that it 
is a hopeless job to try and save their ranks 
from being depleted. No candidate in the 
riding ever stood better than docs Mr. 
Northrup with the Conservatives of this 
town, ‘There is no hope for Mr. Burdett 
to poll the vote of the Grits here, and his 
party leaders are now, as they have been 
for a week past, wearing o hopeless look 
and are only relying on the old line Grits, 
and are daily seeing many of their number 
leaving thom.

MANY VESSELS AND MEN LOST: 


¥rightful Disasters Reported to Have Been 
Caused by Last Thursday's Storm, 

Norrouk, Va., March 4.—Incoming ves- 
sels report rough seas off Hatteras, On 
Thursallay afternoon a heavy squall swept 
over the lower portion of the James River 
and capsized and damagec a number of the 
vessels of the large oyster fleet usually at 
work on the James River rocks, 

The next morning the schooner Firefly 
came into port with the dead body of one 
oysterman and another suffering severly 
from exposure who were taken from the 
bottom of a capsized boat, 

A report reached here last night that 
twenty-three persons had been drowned 
and valuable vessel property destroyed dur- 
ivg the flerce squall of Thursday, but the 
names of the drowned (who must be mostly 
nogroes) aud the wrecked vessels have not 
been ascertained, 

Other disasters reported are that of a large 

i} sloop which was wrecked off the mouth of 
Warwick River, in the Thames, opposite 
Blount’s Point, 10 miles above Newport News, 
and the drowning of the entire crew of 14 
men, 

At the mouth of Walton’s Creek, which 
empties into the James, a yacht went to the 
bottom, carrying with her 17 men. 

Very near the same point two men ina 
canoe aro thought to have been drowned, 
nothing having been heard of them. A 
vumor is current that sone of the dead 
bodies were seen floating near Newport

TWU-ROWED BARLEY. 

In a bulletin fesued by the central exper- 
imental farm at Ottawa, the following in- 
formation is given as to the growth of two- 
rowed barley in this Provisce from seed 
imported by the Government: 

Out of the 872 reports received from On- 
tarlo, 337 report a yield of the crop aftor 
roots, and the average of these is 27? bush- 
els per acro, and tho samples sent weighed 
as they were received 6504 lbs. por bushel. 
Many of tho farmers who sent samples 
stated in their letters that they were sent 
just as they came from the thresher, and 
since such grain is not in a marketable con. 
dition it was thought only fair to the barley 
to make the samples merchantable by fur- 
ther cleaning. This was done by passing 
them all through a small fanning mill, which 
separated from 12 to 18 per cent. of the 
lighter grain and left the samplos weighing 
on an average 514 lbs. per bushel.

Prince Edward Rejects the Dis- 
loyal Platt. 

Yesterday was a great day in the city. 
The weather was all that could have,been 
desired for the getting’ ont of the large 
vote which was polled, It was evidont 
from the first that the struggle, especially 
in the city, would bea hot one. Both par- 
ties worked incessantl¥ and by one o'clock 
the bulk of the votés had been recorded. 
Business’ to # great extent was'at a stand: 
still, As soon as the polls were closed the 
crowds began to contre at. tho Committeo 
rooms on Bridge street, Whére the returns 
were received. Agthe record for the various 
Wards was received, announolng a majority 
for Mr. Corby in every Ward but one, the 
excitementamong the vastcrowd wasintense, 
When it was announced that the city had 
given the Conseryative candidate the 
handsome majority of 294, the cheering 
was continued for some minutes. 

Whilst the returns of the city were com- 
ing in, Mr. Qorby entered the hall, and 
the reception which was accorded him was 
a mognificont one. He went upon tho 
platform, and upon rising to say a few words 
was received with cheers: which did not 
subside for some minutes. He stated that 
owing to the returns not being in from Sid- 
ney or Trenton he could nob tell, what the 
majority was. Ho was proud of Belleville. 
Tho majority was such that his friends 
could also feel proud, _He.could not, find 
words to express his sentiments for the ox- 
pressions of kindness éxhibited toWardshim. 
Soon after Mr. Corby had finished speaking, 
the returns from the good old town of 
Trenton were Sunournced to bea majority 
for Mr. Corby of 106. This announcement 
was heartily received. When it was statod 
that Gilbert’s school house, in the town- 
ship of Sidney, where the Reformers ex 
pected to have a large majority, had given 


Mr. Corby a majority of 38, those 
present. .yelled themselves hoarad, 
The crowd at this time had  in- 


creased to such dimensions that it was de- 
cided to adjourn to the Opera;House,This 
building was in a few minutes filled to the 
doors. A number of ladies were also pres- 
ent. When the final returns from Sidney 
had beon roseiyed, Mr, Corby’s majority 
had swelled up to the magnificent figure of 
864, When tlis*wasesnnounced, the im- 
mensé crowd arcee and gaye rousing cheers. 

Mr. A. R. Dougall was then called to the 
chair, and in a brief, speech congratulated 
the electors upon the result. 

The member elect then addressed the 
meoting, thanking the electors for the con- 
fidence reposed in him. As he had donein 
the past, he would do in the future all that 
he could tor the constituency. He had de- 
feated the strongest candidate whom the 
Reform party could place in the field, aud 
the victory’ was a” notable’ one;-"He was 
proud of Belleville; Trenton had done no- 
bly, and Sidney had stood by him, His re. 
election was an endorsation of his course 
in Parliament. 

Abt this stage of the proceedings Ald 
Collins made the annonncement that Sir 
John had been elected by a majority of 
474 fortho city of Kingston. This was 4 
sigual for a mighty ‘cheer; ‘horns were 
blown, caps thrown into the air, and the 
applause was deafening. 

Shorb addresses were delivered | by 
Messrs, H. Walker, W. UO. Mikel and'Rey, 
S. Daw. Mr. S. Burrows was called upon 
and rendered with much feeling the old 

atriotic song, ‘“The Union Jack of old 
Bagland," 

Mr. R, ©. Clute, the defeated candidate, 
camé upon the platform and stated that he 
had been defeated and had come to con- 
gratulate Mr. Oorby. He hoped his,Oon- 
servative friends would still be his friends, 
His remarks were recelved with cheers! 

Ata few minutes after 9 o'clock a pro- 
cession was formed and, headed by the 
Oddfellows’ band, the ; successful can- 
didate was taken up Front street to the 
statlon and thence .up — through 
the grove, down Coleman street, ovor the 
lower bridge to Mr, Corby’s residence, on 
George stréet. The onthusissm™ of the 
crowd, which lined tho streets, knew no 
bounds. Oheerlng was-indulged in, roman 
candles was discharged, and with torches 
blazing the scene was ou inspiring ono; 
At the station Mr, Corby made a short 
speech and algo at his residence, 

The crowd lingéred at the “Opora hbuse 
until the hour of midnight. By that time 
the indications were that Sir John’s Goy- 
ernment had been sustained by a large ma- 
jority. The Reformers wore assembled In 
the Metropolitan hall, bub were dikconao- 
late. They retired about midnight, with 
the bollef that they were doomed to the 
coo] shades of opposition for anpthor five 
yoars.

Ono of the nioat interesting of all the lit 


erary landmarks of Edinburgh, naturally, 
is the houes In which Burns and Scott met 
for the firet and only time. The story 
has been often told by Scott himself, and 
by others who were present, and is familiar 
to oll admirors of both poots ; but tho 
question of the identity of the house has 
boen the subject of much discussion among 
the local historians and antiquarians for 
many years. ‘That it was the house of Pro- 
fessor Adam Ferguson there is no doubt, 
but as to whore the professor at that time 
lived the doctora differ. In Peter Willlam- 
Directory of 1786 8, his 
address is given as Argylo Square—which 
was near the University, and which dis- 
appeared on tho construction of Ohambors 
Stree‘—and thi« fact led to the inference 
that the interview must have ocourred in 
that place, as Burns was in Edinburgh 
during tho winter of ‘86-7. But Scott 
himself epeaks of Ferguson as living in on 
isolated house some distance from tho 
town (Argyle Square wasalmost in the heart 
of the city); in a blographical sketch of Fer- 
guson, printed in Zhe Transactions of the 
Edinburgh Royal Society (1861—4), the 
writer says he lived at that time **in a sub- 
urb called the Scisnnes’’; Henry Cockburn 
In his Memorials says. ‘* Old Adam Fergu- 
son lived just east of my father’s house,” 
which would point clearly to the nelghbor- 
hood of the Sciennes; and to crownall, 
Mr. Archibald Munro, in a Ictter to ono of 
the Edinburgh papers published about ten 
years ago, says he found a printed record in 
the Register Office showing that Professor 
Ferguson disposed of his house in Argyle 
Square on the 3d of October, 1786 —almoat 
two months before Burns arrived in town— 
and that he got possession of Sciennes 
House on the 11th of October of the same 
year. This must surely settle the question 
of locality. Certain antiquaries assert that 
the stone cottage now called Alice Villa, 
and numbered 2 Sclennes Hill, was Ferga- 
eon’s home—a claim which neither tho size 
nor the modern construction of the house 
would seem to warrant. So that the old 
building, or what is left of it, still known 
as Sclennes House, certainly appears to

The original front, still remaining in‘part, 
looked out upon its own grounds, now a 
paved yard fall of children and of drying 
clothes. This front is not visible from the 
streets about it, and the fact of its exlst- 
ence is comparatively unknown even to the 
inhabitants of its own immediate neighbor- 
hood, Sciennes House inits day must 
have been an imposing mansion, Ib has 
four windows in breadth, and is three 
stories high; on its roof isa balustrade, 
and groups of flowers, and fruits carved in 
stone are still to be seen upon it. 

The names Sciennes, by-che-way, is de- 
rived from the old Convent of St. Katherine 
of Sirena, which once stood near by, and 
the word is pronounced in the local ver- 
nacular as if spelled ‘“‘Sheens.” The fact 
that all of theso points are now for the firat 
time established and made public must be 
the excuse for the devotion of so much 
space to this particular matter.—From 
‘Literary Landmarks of Edinburgh,” by 
Laurence Hurron, in Harper's Magazine 
for March.

It has been delayed til) 
the contest wha over in order thatit might 
not be used as a weapon against his politi- 
cal associates, THO'position which the late 
leader of the Liberal party takes may fairly 
be summarized as follows; He believes 
that the best trade policy for Canada 
would be 4 revenue tariff; that Un- 
restricted Reciprocity carries with it 
serious objections, and thatit is practically 
impossible to distinguish between it and 
Commercial Union ; that Commercial Union 
would certainly ~tend toward Political 
Union, and should, In fact, be advocated, 
if adyocated at all, only as a precursor of 
Political Union.

Tt is not negosdary ab this moment to dis- 
cuss at length the mode of reasoning by 
which Mr. Blaké arrives at these conclus- 
fons, or his uncomplimentary references to 
the Conservative party and to the policy 
which has given to Canada all the advan- 
tages and prosperity shoe enjoys to-day. 
Enough now to consider the startling fact 
that Mr. Blake, certaloly the most author- 
itatlve and weighty porsonsge in his

I bave determined that this day shall be my 
last on carth, And to-night I leave for parts un- 
known. Waen Tlook back upon these tablets of 
my lifelse many a faulCand many 4 wrong, 
yet Lhave the supreme satisfaction of fecling 
that oven though I erred at times, my actions 
were always prompted by what I considered to 
be right 

I have tried to live as uprightly as my powers 
permitted, and with that assurance I feel satis- 
tied to meet my Creator. The thought of my 
parents’ grief has long deterred me from taking 
my life, but now with a raging brain and a body 
racked with never-leaying pains I take consola- 
tion in the thought that they would rather have 
me dead than have me as Tam. May they take 
consolatiog in the thought, and may they feel 
that though my departure was sudden and unex- 
pected, it was for the best. 

May the all. loving Father, to whom I commend 
my soul, have merey on all my loved ones in this 
sorrow, and help them bear tho grief with forti-

It was an American 
Eighteenth century house. Some hero 
of the Revolution had passed a night in 
it.

Where Pumice Stone Comes From, ; 

Wo often hear it romarked, and particu 
larly after an eruption of a volcano, that 
pumice stone ought to be plontiful and | 
cheap, as quantitios must havo boon ejected | 
during the voloanic disturbanoo. As a} 
matter of fact, howevor, none of the white 
atono in general uso is obtained from active 
volcanoes. It comes from deposits of tho 
articlo discovered in one or two quartors 
of tho globe, the best of which is at present 
to be found in the Island of Liparia, situ- 
ated in the Tyrrhenian Sea, Tho island is 
mountainous In charactor, and consists of 
tuffs and lavas and of highly atliceous vol 
canic prodvcts, Tho distriob whero the 
atone I found is found is called Campo 
Blanco or Monto Petalo (1,500 feet above 
tho level of the sea.) 

After riding a considerable distance, 
partly along precipitous paths sufticiently 
dangerous to be Interesting, and partly 
through vineyards and over grassy plains, 
one almost suddenly comes upon a seeming: 
ly snow-clad narrow valley enclosed by 
hills, also quite white, and the whole glar- 
ingly bright on a summer day. Into these 
bills workmen are ceasclessly digging deep 
burrows, working within by candle light. 
In their excavations they come across many 
lumps of pumice stone, which are placed in 
baskets, subsequently being conveyed along 
the valley to tho seashore, where small 
boats ore Joaded and sailed to the sesport 
near by, where the stone is sorted, packed 
aud shipped to distant parts, either via 
Messina or Leghorn.—Manufacturer and 
Builder.

THE GERMAN NAVY.2 


Vigorous Opposition in the Reichstag te 
the Proposed Increase. 

BeRuin, March 8,—By his personal in: 
fluence the Emperor William has succeeded 
in preventing the defeat in the Reichstag of 
the Governmont on the proposed addition t« 
the navy, but this has only been done by in 
ducing some of the members to abstain from 
voting. The dobateon the subject disclosed 
the fact that both the Centre and Freisinnige 
parties were strongly opposed to conceding 
the amounts required for the construction of 


two or three gunboats, one ironclad and one | 


despatch boat. The question itself, though 
not of striking import, became one of serious 
moment for the Government when tho twa 
parties combined to oppose the increase of 
the navy on goneral principles, 

Emperor William is very much discontent 
ed over the defeat of his cherished idea of a 
grand navy, His Majesty lays the blame for 
the defeat on the indiscretion of Admiral 
Hollman in making his disclosures and 
Chancellor von Caprivi’s want of parliamen- 
tary tact, Admiral Hollman has offered to 
resign the secretaryship of the admiralty, 
The position of Gen. yon Caprivi is under 
stood to be critical, although the Emperot 
ought not to blame the Chancellor for fol: 
lowing his orders with a fair display of skill, 
or for the reverse in the Reichstag succeed 
ing the episode of the Empress Frederick’ 
visit to Paris and the meuvacing labor con- 
flicts. Impérial circles think the Chancellot 
is unable to control the combination and 
prophesy his early downfall, 


THE WAR SHADOW, 


France Increasing Her Stock of Cart 
ridges—M, Herbotte Talks, 

Panis, March 8,—The Echo de Paris says 
that the utmost activity now prevails at thé 
military works at Bourges, the Department 
of War having ordered the amount of cart 
ridges ordinarily produced to be doubled.

With regard to a market, thore seoms no 
doubt that Great Britain can take all tho 
surplus that Canada will want to export, 
and the price paid for it will depend on the 
quality of the article. It is the opinion of 
the largest dealers in Canadian barley In 
Vatario that tho six-rowed barley, during 
the past soason, has been ab least two 
pounds lighter than tho average of past 
years. It this be so, it is reasonable to 
suppose that tho same jnflaences have af- 
fected the two rowed barley in similar de- 
groe, An ayorage of two pounds in weight 
added tosuch two-rowed barley as was grown 
the pasd season, would brings very large 
Proportion of it up to a standard of quality 
which would command remunerative prices 
in the British markets. Jadging from the 
valuations of the samples sont to England 
last year, which were published in Bulletin 
7, there is every reason to hope for profit- 
able returns from this trade. The com- 
ments of the judges,at the recent Brewers’ 
Exhibition in London, England, who ex- 
amined tho samples of Oanadian grown 
two rowed barley shown there, give evi- 
denco that favorable opinions have been 
formed regarding Oanadian barley, 
even where the weight has nob exceeded 
52 pounds per bushel. Many enquiries 
have beon made of late for consigments of 
Osnadian two-rowed barley for the English 
market, but no sufficient quantity has been 
Available this season for the purpose, Fifty 
quarters or 400 English bushels of the two- 
rowed of last seakon’s growth, weighiog 
about 52 pounds por bushel, were procured 
aud this barley has been forwarded to Eng- 
land to have its market value determined, 
slso'its quality for malting and brewing. 
Another (ot of 320 bushels of similar quality 
has been secured for a comparative brewing 
test in Canada. As soon as these tests are 
completed and the information which is 
sought available, the results will be prompb- 
ly given to the public. It is not to be ex- 
pected that two-rowed barley of prime 
quality can be grown in all parts of Canada; 
this cannot be done in England or Scotland, 
where some districts produce much finer 
samples than others, But in those locall- 
ties less favorable for producing fine malt- 
ing barley the two rowed varieties will be 
profitable to grow for feed, as the experi- 
ence gained seems to show that they ara 
more prolific than the six-rowed sorts, In

A WITNESS MISSING. 


Particulars of the Arrest of Suspected 
Murderer Goodwin, 

Otrawa, March 8,—George Goodwin, 
Whose arrest for the murder of old Richard 
Langford in bis barn in Huntley 
township on Dec. 7 last was telegraphed 
Friday, was yesterday remanded for a 
Week, Goodwin affects almost complete 
forgetfulness ay to his whereabouts during 
the first and tecond weeks in December, 
"You know a poor fellow like mo,” he said, 
“who wanders ull over the country without 
ahomeisinso many different places iu a 
week or two that he can't always remember 
where he was at any particular time.” His 
last place of omployment, he says, was at 
Hagarside, a small station. on the C.P.R. 
above Mattawa, Goodwin says that having 
left Hagarside he took the cars down to 
Arnprior, and yesterday morning hired a 
horse and cutter there to drive to Bristol 
Corners on the opposite side of the Ottawa, 
According to his own story he lost the road, 
however, and found bimself on the way to 
Ottawa. 

An unwilling witness at the Langford 
murder inquest was Robert Cassells, whose 
house was searched the night after the mur- 
der. Most reluctantly he admitted that 
Goodwin had spent the night at his house, 
andin the course of his evidence told how 
next morning he ordered Goodwin to go 
away and never be seen around his house 
again. Robert Cusselis, if reports be true, 
will never testify in court again; for early 
in January he disappeared from Sharbot 
Lake, and is said to haye suicided by throw- 
ing himself intothe river. No trace of the 
body has been discovered, and the only evi- 
dence of the supposed self-murder was the 
finding of a bundJe of his clothes on the ica, 
and the report that he was seen going in the 
direction of the river, aud was never seen or 
heard of after.

HANOVERIAN LABOR RIOT, 


Strikers Charged by Infantry and Twenty. 
Threo Bayoneted, 

BERLIN, March 16.—Tne striking glass- 
blowers at Hilileshoini, Hanover, became 
riotous yesterday and the police arrested nina 
of the ringleaders, The mob surrounded the 
police, and after a desperate fight, in which 
one policeman was frightfully beaten, res- 
cued the prisoners. 

A detachment of infantry charged. upon 
the mob and speedily quelled tho’ disorder. 
The military and the police then arrested 100 
or more of the rioters and marched them to 
the guardhouse,” 

Twenty-three of the mob were seriously 
wounded by bayonet thrusts aud were taken 
to the hospitals, 


NEWFOUNDLAND ARBITRATION. 


England and France to Submit Disputed 
Questions to Arbitration, 

PARIS, March 16.—The text of the agree- 
ment between England and France to 
arbitrate the Newfoundland difficulties was 
made _ known’ to-day, All questions of 
principle concerning lobster fishing and its 
preparation on the Coast between Capes St. 
John and Rayare to be submitted to the 
Arbitration Commission. 

The modus vivendi of 1590 relative to lob- 
ster fishing and its preparation is renewed 
for the fishing season of 1891 solely, Tne two 
Governments agree to carry out the deci- 
sious of the commission. 

After these questions are disposed of the 
commission may be asked to examine other 
questions relating to the fisheries, The com- 
mission is to consist of three specialists de- 
siguated by the two (Governments and two 
delegates from each country, aud a majority 
vote decides, from which there is no appeal. 

The commission will meet in Brussels. 

Lonpon, March 16.—M. Waddington, the 
French ambassador here, has written to Lord 
Salisbury that the arbitrators chosen by 
France in the effort being made to settle the 
Newfoundland dispute, according to the 
agreement recently arrived at between 
France and England, are Prof. Martens of 
the St. Petersburg University; M. Rivoir,the 
S\wiss.consul at Brussels and president of the 
institute of insternational law, and M. Grau, 
ex-judge of they Supreme Court of Norway, 
The expenses of the arbitration and the 
arbitrators’ fees will be equally shared by 
the two powers interested in the dispute. The 
text of the conVention provides that the coni- 
mission to which the matter is réferred may, 
after settling the lobster quéstion, be request- 
ed to enquire into the subsidiary fishery ques 
tion. 5

The bal- 
ance sheet giving the receipts and payments 
of the treasurer for the year places the re- 
ceipts at $3,941,116 and the payments at 
$3,896,325, leaving a balance of $44,791. The 
receipts were $1,079,502 less than in 1839 and 
the expenditure $242,878 greater. The prin- 
cipal items of revenue were $1,196,872 from 
the Dominion; $363,596 interest, $1,085,642 
from the Crown Lands Department, $411,744 
amount withdrawn from special deposit. 
The priucipal items of expenditure were 
$769,905 on the maintenance of public insti- 
tutions, $626,142 for education, $391,000 for 
the administration of justice, $219,563 for 
civil government, $245,681 aid to railways. 
The overdrafts of appropriations were 
$32,247, being $7438 larger than last year. 
The statement of the consolidated revenue 
fund places the balance at $8,593,202. 

The Prison Reform Commission cost $3792, 
of which J. W. Langmuir drew $1585 to pay 
traveling expenses and disbursements, T. W.

Salisbury’s Foreign Polloy, but Censures 
the Changellor of the Exchequer—Par

LONDON, Gladstone re 
spontaneous ova: 
Ho was leaving Charing Cross 
station for Hastings whon an immonse crowd 
gathered at the depot to witnoss his depart 
ure, Tho crowd cheered itself hoarse after 
Mr. Gladstone appeared, down thu 
barriers and made a rush for the "Grand 
Old Man,” cheering and waving hats and 
handkerchiefs as if mad With joy to #oe the 
veteran statesman, The railroad station 
fairly shook with cheers as the train bearing 
him moved out. Previous to the departure 
of the train the Executive Committee of the 
Radical Association presented an address ta 
Mr. Gladstone, 

When Mr, Gladstone's train stopped at 
Tunbridge, Keit, a large crowd was assombl- 
od there, 

Mr, Gladstone replied 
sented to him and said he hoped to shake 
hands with a Liberal member from Tun- 
bridge after the next parliamentary election, 
He assured them that whatever measuro of 
Home Rule was proposed, its spirit and basis 
would be unchadged from those of the for 
mor one—{cheers]—that it would bo compat 
ible with English honor and would bring 
peace and contentment to Ireland and life 
to the nation, The enfranchisement mea- 
sures of 1884 were of benefit to the whold 
country. It was now of public interest that 
every householder should enjoy equal voting 
power. 

Upon bis arrival at 
stone received a perfect ovation, 
were decorated in his honor, 

In reply to an address presented to 
him at Hastings, Mr. Gladstono said ho 
found little to blame in Lord Salisbury’s 
foreign policy during recent years, but he 
condemned the policy of Mr, Goschen, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in concocting 
fictitious surpluses and concealing the 
real expenditures from parliament io 
order t© manufacture a_. satisfactory 
budget. The finances of the country werd 
intimately connected with its liberties and 
he protested against insidious attempts te 
undermine the power of the House of Com- 
mons to control the expenditures. Mr, 
Gladstone said ‘that in 1889 £10,000,00¢ 
were seb apart for naval expendi- 
tures, the payments extending over 
seven years. This was an objec 
tionable arrangement of granting money. 
Besides the fashions of ships changed. 
What, he asked, would be thought of a Indy 
ordering and paying for bonnets for the next 
seven years based on the present fashions. 
(Hear, hear,] Last year’s exchequer balance, 
said Mr. Gladstone, was fictitious, and it 
Was actually proposed to devote part of the 
surplus to buy publicans’ licenses at their 
own prices. 

Alluding to the Irish parliamentary party, 
Mr, Gladstone remarked that it could not be 
disputed that the mombers of this party 
were bound to sink their individual opinion 
and bow to the opinion of the majority. That 
opinion had been generally used in the 
interests of the empire, As to Parnell’s 
speech in which he said he had opposed thé 
claims of the labor candidates in England in 
consequence of an obligation he was under ta 
the Liberal leaders, Mr. Gladstone said: 
“There is not one word of truth ip 
this statement as far as I am con’ 
cerned. (Hear, hear.) Far from op 
posing tho claims | of the ~ labo: 
candidates I have’always beon ready to sup- 
port thew.” [Cheers] Touching upon. the 
disclosures of the Divorce Court, Mr. Glad 
stone said it was not his place to. judge — the 
amount of the delinquency, but it was the 
part of the Liberals ‘to consider upon 
what’ principles they would be graded 
in the disposal of their votes. The Liberals 
knew that tho cause of Home Rule depended 
upon them, The Liberals had arrived at a 
definite conclusionin regard to Mr, Parnell. 
He (Gladstone) was merely a reporter of the 
general conyiction that the party was against 
This conviction was arrived at 
in December, It held good now. [Cheers] 
The Liberals were ready to face defeat, ox- 
clusion, misfortune, but they were not pre- 
pared to create a constitutional leadersbip 
for Irelaud uuder such guidance as Mr, Par- 
uell’s. No consideration would make them 
do so,” (Cheers.) 

Mr, Gladstone contended!that Irishmen cow 
tinued to be deprived of many liberties 
such as Englishmen enjoyed. It was for the 
Irish people themselves to solye the question 
by a prompt and unanimous declaration 
against the existing administration.

Asa Bonaparte be was forbidden 
to reside in Paris until 1845, whon Louis 
Poilippe granted bim permission, which wast 
soon withdrawn in consequence of the 
pouce’s compromising himself with the re 
volutioniste, After the downfall of the 
Bourbons in 1848 the prince was electel to 
the Constituent Assembly. At the breaking 
out of the Crimean war he was put iu com- 
mand ofan army corps, but, proving his 
incompetence, was recalled avd 
**sick loavo,” 


placed on 
His noxt military excursion 
was in the Franco-Italian war against Aus- 
tria, which broke out immediat sly after bis 
marriage with Clotilde. He crossed the Ap- 
ennines in a march of great brilliancy and 
dash, but arrived in time only to witnoss the 
signing of the treaty of peace at Villa 
Franca, He visited the United States in 
1501. 


He returned to Paris shortly before the 
outbreak of the Franco-Prussian war, but 
was again oxpelled in 1872, this time forcibly, 
for which ho brought suit for damages. He 
then retired to his chateau, near Geneva, 
where he has lived with Lis wife and two 
sons, spending part of the time in Italy, 
where he died. Eugenie hated him and gave 
him the nickname of “Princo Plon-Plono,” or 
“the dipper.” His resemblances to Napoleon 
L was vory marked, aud Beranger, alluding 
to Plon-Plon's fatness, said he was ‘a genu- 
ine Napoleon medal dipped in fat,” whence 
came Eugenie’s gibeat his expense. By his 
death bis eldest son, Prince Victor, born in 
1862, becomies beir to the Imperial throne— 
what there is of it.

He accidentaily shot bis first wife while acting in 
Cincinnati in 1880,and in 1884 he married Margaret 
Thompson, who survives him.

The Contributors’ Club iii the February 
Atlantic containgsa curious paperon ** Lon- 
gevity and Fame,” The writer says: 

‘Great as baye been some men who died 
young, who knows how mugh greater they 
would have been had thelr lives been pro 
longed. Might not Marlowe have rivalled 
Shakespeare? Yet possibly Byron had al- 
ready given up his best, and Shelley and 
Keats might not have surpassed their early 
efforts. Had tho author of ‘Festus’ died ab 
23 there would have been lamentation as 
over Keats, but Mr. Bailey has Ived half 
& century longer without producing a single 
poem, Tasso, though he lived twenty 
yoars after ‘Jerusalem Dolivered,’ never 
equalled that epic wrtten at 31. Still, 
there are mon whose longevity has 
certainly stood for much. Michel Angelo 
showed astonishing precocity, but he owes 
to his 89 years his great renown as painter, 
sculptor and sonneteer, Voltaire’s fame, 
again, reste on thé entirety of his writings, 
not on any single work, and on the literary 
dictatorship with which ageinvested him, 

ut off twenty years of his life, and his 
fame would perceptibly shrink. Goethe, 
Emerson, Carlyle, Longfellow, Tennyson, 
Hugo, Damas all had the advantage of full- 
ness of years, so ds to be judged by bulk as 
well as quality, Humboldt, too, owed to 
hie 90 years a portion of his reputation. 
The true compirison would obviously be 
between works produced at the same age, 
or between men dying at about the same ; 
but it ls much easier to test achievement 
than capacity.

GIBRALTAR, March 19.—Capt MeKonzio 
of the Utopia has been arrested for wrongful 
accounts, improper conduct, 
mismanagement, 


negligence and 


Tho accounts given by divers at work on the 
wrecked Utopia of the terrible sights which 
they have witnessed increase the appalling 
character of the catastrophe. Tho seamen 
Buy thoy found tho hatches and the 
chartroom of tho Wtopia closely packed 
with the bodies of the unfortunate 
passongers, who had become wedged 
intoannlmost solid mass in their frantic 
rush toreach the decks after the steamer 
crashed into the ramof the ironclad Tho 
positions of the bodies show there was a 
terrible struggle for life. 

Owing to lack of accommodation 
tho naval hospital here many of 
the rescued have been compelled to 
encamp on the Glausier. The military 
‘re patrolling the spot for the purpose of 
securing any bodies that may be washed in 
by the waves. 

Tho inhabitants of this place who witnessed 
tho disaster are unstintod in their praise of 
the great gallantry displayed by the men of 
the British squadron, who hurried to the 
rescue of the endangered passengers in small 
boats on an angry soa, in the teeth of a heavy 
gale. Much praiso is also bestowed on tho 
men of the yacht Resolute, who manned a 
boat and savod 16 parsons, 

The two blue jackets of the British fron- 
clad Immortalite who were drowned by their 
boats drifting on the rocks were buried to- 
day witb full bonors. 

The inquiry into the disaster began to-day. 
Surgeon Sellar of tho ill-fated steamer said 
the voyage had been uneventful before 
the disaster. Shortly after passing 
Europa Point at 6 o'clock in the evening 
he heard a passenger exclaim, ‘‘We are run- 
ning into a man-of-war.”. Whilst tho yessel 
was sinking Surgeon Sellar undressed him- 
self, Jumped overboard and was soon rescued, 
He heard the captain and mate ordering the 
boats lowered after tho collision. He had 
implicit confidence in the captain. 

The Utopia was in first-class condition, 
having recently been overhauled and put in 
order atau expense of £5000, Her crew, 
however, was totally inadequate'to’her re- 
quirements, numbering only 50, and this 
fact was doubtless greatly contributory to 
the enormous loss of life, for had there been 
® sufficient number of men on board some of 
the boats, if the vessel had any, could have 
been launched eyen in the short time inter- 
voning between the collision and the sinking 
of the ship, Inquiry as to whether the vessel 
was not short-handed will constitute .one of 
the principal features of the investigation 
which will follow. 

The two sailors who were drowned belong- 
ed to the Immortalite. Their names are 
James Crotton, able seaman, and George 
Ha les, stoker. 


The Dead Number 562. 
GIBRALTAR, March 19.—The revised offi- 
cialoount of the lost and saved passengers 
and crewof the ill-fated steamer Utopia 
shows there were 880 souls on board ths 
steamer, Of this number the saved include 
290 steerage passengers, two saloon passen- 
gers, three Italian interpreters and 28 of the 
crew, all the latter being Englishmen or men 

who had shipped at English ports, 


Another British Ship Missing. 

San FRancisco, March 19.—London ad- 
vices say the British ship Malaysia, hence 
Aug, 6 for Queenstown, is posted as missing. 
Fear has existed here for some months that 
the Malaysia sauk with all hands, numbering 
28, She left here, with the sbip Ventura, 
loaded with wheat, but Sept, 20 the Ventura 
returned demoralized, having passed through 
4 foarful burricane, 


Relics From a Wreck, 

Lonpon, March 19.—A number of barrels 
containing petroleum have been washed 
ashore at Beachy Head. They apparently 
came from a vessel recently wrecked. 
Snacks trom New Haven have rescued many 
other barrels of petroleum, supposedly from 
the same vessel. 


Attack on the Priests, 

DusLim, March 19.—United Ireland says 
Ireland has had enough of Episcopal domina- 
tion. Ovor aud over again the bishops have 
become like wax in the hands of the English 
politicians, and warned by the failures of the 
past the Irish will no longer submit blindly 
to priestly guidance. The pretensions of 
Archbishop Logan, Primate of all Ireland, 
would deprive Catholics of their political 
rights. 

Parnell is Dilatory. 

Cork, March 19.—The dolay of Parnell in 
responding to Maurice Healey’s defiance, in 
which the latter announced he was ready to 
take up the former’s challenge that they 
should both resign their seats in Parliament, 
has caused the Parnollites of this city to 
telegraph to Parnell urgiug him to state his 
intentions immediately. 

Jt was statedin the lobby of the House of 
Commons to-day that Mr. Parnell had de- 
cided to resign bisseat in Parliament in ac- 
cordance with his challenge to Mr. Healey. 

Tho Conservatives are preparing to contest 
tho seats of Parnell and Healy should they 
resign, Parnell’s dilomma amsses Dublin, 
Parnell stipulates that before  resign- 
ing each side must provide two candidates

A Canadian Charged with Forgery. 

New York, March 19.—Detective Car- 
penter of Montreal arrested Hamilton Young 
on Monday afternoon on a telegram from 
Montreal charging him with forgery. It is 
said that in 1856, Young, who then lived in 
Hamilton, Ont., where ho was manager of 
the Hamilton Cotton Company, forged the 
names of various men to notes amounting to 
$10,000, which he had discounted at the Mer- 
chants’ Bank in Montreal. Young, it is 
charged, then fled to Mexico and was be- 
lieved to be there still. A citizen of Mont- 
real, who was in Montreal recently, met 
Young down town and on his return home 
told the authorities about the circumstances, 
The telegram which caused the arrest was 
then sent. Young said that be would return 
to Hamilton without being extradited.

Memorial From the Grange Organization, 
The executive of the Dominion Grange, repre- 

sented by H. Glendinning, North Ontario; R. 

Wilkie, Kent; J. Robertson, West Elgin and D, 

Hepinstall, Huron, presented this memorial: 

To the Honorable the Attorney-General and the 

Government of Ontario: 

GenTLemex,—The Executive Committee, by 
direction of the Dominion Grange, respectfully 
beg to direct your attention to the necessity of 
devising some means for reducing the size of 
county councils in many of the cotinties in this 
province, 

Being Cully aware of the difficulty of proposing 
any scheme which would bé entirely free from 
objectionable features, they have given much at- 
tention to the various methods which have been 
suggested, 

And they would request that the municipal law 
be so amended as to provide that at the annual 
mu Dicipal election the ballot papers shall coutain 
ablank for the voters to vote “yea” or '‘nay," 
and where a majority in the county vote yea the 
county council shall consist of the reeves only, 
each réeye having one additional yotw for every 
deputy-reeve which tbe municipality would be 
entitled to under the present law. 

Such an amendment would leave it with the 
ratepayers in each separate county to decide 
whether the council of that county should be re- 
duced or not. 

That the Public School Act, chap. 225, Revised 
Statutes of Ontario, sec, 117, sub-sec, 1, be 
amended by striking out of the first line the 
word may” and substituting the word “‘shall.”’ 
The grange, from various reports which have 
obtained currency throughout the country, have 
been led to fear that it ts the intention to so 
change the law that text books for the public 
schools shall be provided at the public expense, 
We would most respectfully express a hope that 
no such change is contemplated, as we believe 
that were the books furnished freesufficientcare 
would not be taken to preserve them. And fur 
ther, that when tho schools are free it is not ask- 
ing too much from parents to furnish their child- 
reo with books, and that it would intensify the 
dissatisfaction which already exists to a consider- 
able extent on the school book question,

That sub-section 2of section3 be amended by 
striking out of the firstand second lines thereof 
the following words, “may and upon fifty or 
more ratepayers.” 

That sub-section 2 of sectlond be amended by 
adding thereto the following words, ‘but no such 
owner or occupant shall be liable to any penalty 
who has honestly endeavored to comply with the 
law.” : 

That sub-section 4 of section 10 be amended by 
adding thereto the following words; ‘But no in- 
spector or overseer of highways shall be liable to 
such penalty who has honestly endeavored to 
discharge bis duty.” 

That the Ditches and Watercourses Act, chap. 
220, revised statutes of Ontario, be amended by 
striking oul the word “‘fifty” wherever it occurs 
n sub-section 2 of section &, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words “one hundred and fifty.” Be- 
lieving that the experimental work which is car- 
ried on at the Ontario Agricultural Colliige is one 
of much importance to the farmers of Ontario, 
but from variations of soil, temperature, alti 
tude, humidity of the atmosphere and other 
causes, the experiments carried on in any one 
particular place must necessarily be incomplete 
and misleading to other sections of the province 
differently situated, we would respectfully ask 
the consideration of the Government to the pro- 
priety of establishing several small experimental 
stations to ascertain the moet suitable varieties 
of grasses, grain and rovts for cultivation in the 
different localities.

POSTAL AFFAIRS. 


, The annual return of the Post Office de- 
partment for the first fiscal year shows that 
e number of letters carried was 94,100,- 
000; to which Oatario contributed 50,000,- 
000 and Quebec 22,800,000. There were 
19,480,000 post cards, 3,280,000 registered 
letters, 3,870,000 free letters, 10,950,000 
newspapers and periodicals. The increase 
in'the number of post offices has not been 
80 large as usual, only 26 being added to the 
number during the year. There were 7,538 
post offices In operation in Canada, on the 
1st\November 1889.- On the 1st July 1890, 
the number had-Inoreased to 7,913, equal 
to one for every 631 persons. One thous- 
and three hundred and three miles of mall 
route have been added during’the year, and 
the total annual travel is now 26,495,497 
miles, being an addition to that of last year 
of 741,719 miles,

October, 1890; that with Barbadoes will 
come Into operation on Ist April, 1891. The 
development of the mail service between 
Oanada, China and Japan, has been, {b is 
stated, exceedingly satisfactory. From the 
returns which have been made to the depart- 
ment, [t is ascertained that during the past 
year 80,395 letters, 19,558 newspapers and 
15,590 books and packets, were received at 
Vancouver from China and Japan, and 17,- 
055 letters, 7,859 newspapers, and 1,417 
books and packets were sent from Vancou- 
ver to Ohina and Japan. 

Last year the mails were carried dver 11,- 
510} miles ofjrailway, This year the mile- 
age is 11,843 2.3, showing an increase of 
2331-6 miles. Railway mail service has 

established on the Lake Erie, Essex 
& Detroit River Railway, on the exten- 
sion of the Napanee & Tamworth Railway 
(now known as the Kingston, Napanee & 
Western Railway), the Quebec and Lake 
8t. John Railwayand the Manitoba & 
Northwestern Railway. Lettor boxes have 
now been placed at all the principal stations 
on the leading railways in the Dominion, in 
which prepaid letters may be posted with- 
out additional charge, The lettera posted 
in these letter boxes are collected by the 
railway mail clerks on duty upon tho sey- 
eral railways, Tho amounts paid to rail- 
way mail clerks over and abovo thelr ordi- 
nary salaries for night duty and mileage 
during the past three years have been as 
follows :—1888, $80,722.97; 1889, $83,- 
429 19 ; 1890, $92,648 65, 
‘The number of registered letters was 
smaller than in 1886, and 369,000 fewer 
than in 1889, 5 falling off attributable to 
the increased registration feo. The num. 
ber tampered with, 149, is much smaller 
than last year. This reduction would 
seem to show that the special measures 
taken ‘ast year to Increase the safety of 
registered correspondence’ have been at- 
tended with success. In 65 cases the con- 
tents were,after thorough Investigation in- 
to the olroumstances attending each case, 
made good by the officers responatblo for 
the loss, 24 letters’ werd stolen from 
post offices or mails on route, tho contents 
of which were pot recovered, There were 
41 letters, the contents of which were 
stated to be missing, butno evidence was 
forthcoming to account for the alleged dis- 
crepancies.

Therefore tho 
United States has controlled the supply, 
simply because our mills had no means of 
reaching these markets on even terms with 
the Americans ; bub now thore are foir 
prospects of a diversion of a large share of 
the trade to Oanada. As was announced 
the other day, Mr. Carling received word 
of the sale of Canadian dairy produc!s at 
profitable figures at Jamaica, and of the 
evidences of a very keen demand for fur- 
ther supplies, Our bacon and other hog 
products have been found, a8 was reason- 
ably expected, very much superior to the 
American goods, and it would seem thata 
large demand may be expected fr thatsort 
of goods In the future. Ono thing is 
certain, tho monopoly which the United 
States ha; enjoyed for many years in the 
profitable and promising market of the tro- 
pics will hereafter cease to exist and Can- 
ada will have her share. The exhibition has 
shown the people of the West Indies that 
Canada {s as well able to supply a large 
number of articles which the Weat Indies 
consume in vast quantities as are the 
Americans. 


Encouragement to Grow Goose 
Wheat. 
To the Editor of the Empire: 

Six,—Since writing about opening up a 
market for goose wheat flour I haye had 
some conversation with two large wheat 
exporters in Toronto, viz., Mr. Carruthers, 
of Norris & Carruthers, and Baird,of Crano 
& Baird, and they, too, have been seeking 
an outlot for this grade of wheat, as they 
saw the farmers could so easily turn their 
attention to growing it instead of so much 
barley (and ail land where good barley can 
be grown will produce this variety of wheat 
in abundance). Those exporters assuro me 
from large actual shipments that there is a 
large market for this wheat in Europe, es- 
pecially in Belgium and Germany, and that 
in fature they will be able to buy for export 
any quantity our farmers may grow now 
that this grade of wheat has been fairly 
introduced there. And they (the export- 
ers) desired me to say through your widely 
circulated paper to the farmera-of Ontario 
that in future the farmer may depend on 
trom within 15 to 20 cents per bushel of tho 
value of our best winter wheat ; at present 
the value of this wheat is 82 centa por 
bushel and over, according to location for 
freight. I think’ just at this juncture, when 
our barley market has been disturbed. by 
the American McKinley bill, this opening 
up of a market for a grade of spring wheat 
easily produced in any part of Ontario is 
very Opportuné, and I would advisd the 
farmera to crop with this wheat half tho 
land hitherto’ pub in with barley, taking 
particular care to have seed free from any 
other grain or seeds. Any amount of this 
whesb for seed can be obtained at Hamil- 
ton, Toronto, Brampton, Bolton aad

School Days,’ the present gréat import- 
ance of the school as un educational factor 
in England had its origin in almost au ac- 
cident, aud its grandest development in an 
equally fortuvate incident. its founder 
was a8 fanatical an old pudgo.as ever lived 
in England. His tame way Laurence 
Sheriff. He was born of lowly paréntage 
at Rugby, and became an ordinary himble- 
fisted green-grocer of the.time'in Lendop, 
frequenting the Rose Tayern and exciting 
religious brawls while in his cups. On one 
of these occasions an equally addle-pated 
haber dasher . whom Sheriff had incensed 
with his maudlin harangues about himself, 
the Lord and good ladyo Elizabeth—after- 
wards Queen Bess—had the audacity to 
call princess Elizabeth **a Jill.” On this 
monstrous offence being given, Sheriff ran 
away as fast aa his dumpy legs would carry 
bim ; had an “information” laid againgt the 
haber-dasher before the Bishop of London, 
for which the witlees purveyorof ancient 
furbélows ‘got a flap with a fox tail,” and 
Shoriff got his luminous name in Fox's 
Book of Martyrs. 

This valiant grocer died in London in 
1667, bequeathing a mite of property in and 
near Rugby, ard originally £150, in monoy, 
the value of the total bequest-at that time 
not exceeding £400—for the purpose of 
building ‘*a fayro and convenient ‘school- 
house” in the thon village of Rugby.» Tbe 
master was, ‘if it conveniently might be, 
to be ever a Master of Arts.” There was 
also to be a lodging for four Almsmen. Out 
of this munilicent bequest the trastecs were 
ensbled, about one hundred years later, in 
1653, to solemnly decree a payment to the 
Schoolmaster ofa sslaty of three pounds 
per quarter, and to the almsmen a gift of 
seven shillings and seven pence per quarter, 
According to green grocer Laurence Sher 
iff's ‘will and intent,” Rugby school would 
have remained to this day precisely Lhis 
manner of a ha'pony charity. Abt the last 
moment the wary old misor repented of 
wasting a9 much money on grammar echo- 
lars and almsmon, and, by codicil, substi- 
tuted in lieu of the grant of £150, one-third 
of 24 then valuless acres of land belonging 
to him in Middlesex. The field was an un-

A Large Body of Well-to-Do Farmers to 
Leave England, 

Loxpox, March 24—Tho Allan 
Parisian, which sails from Liverpool on 
Thursday, opens the emigration season. 
The Parisian carries the finest body of emi- 
Grants for Alberta, Assiniboia aud Manitoba 
that ever left this country, including well-to- 
do farmers from the best agricultural dis- 
tricts of England and Scotland. The general 
emigration prospects for the season, how- 
ever, are not very bright, Experts say that 
Canada is feeling, and will for some tine 
feel, the effects of her recent laxity in pro- 
moting immigration, due to the agitation of 
the laboring classes in Canada. The reporta 
of the British tenant farmers’ delegates who 
visited Canada last year are being widely 
circulated, and are directing much attention 
to Canada’s wonderful resources. Unfor- 
tunately this interest comes too late to 
Greatly alfect this season’s emigration. 

The British treasury is expected to accede 
to the proposal of the Commons Coloniza- 
tion Comunittee, that £150,000 sterling be 
loaned to the Province of British Columbia 
at a low rate of interest for the settlement of 
1250 Scotch crofters in the San Juan district 
on Vancouver Island.

A Big Project. 





A Fast Line of Steamers to the St. Lawrence 
and » Now Weekly Service. 

As previously stated in the Witness, an 
effort is boing made to establish a fast line 
of steamships between Britain and Canada 
The facts, as before given, were substan- 
tially correct. Mr. H. Montagu Allan and 
Mr, J.S, Allan, of the Allan Steaniship 
Company, are at present in England on 
business connected with the project. It is 
proposed to form a new company, of which 
the Naval Construction and Armament 
Company, of Barrow-in-Furnoes, pre- 
sided over by the Marquis of Hartington, 
and the Allan Line Company will be chief 
promoters. Negotiations between the twu 
companies are at present in progress and 
are expected to bo succerefal, and the Naval 
Construction Oomp’y will have bonds issued 
immediately. The intention is to have the 
new company take over the existing Allan 
Line steamers, and ran them principally as 
freight steamere. Tho now line will be un- 
der control of the Allans and will be neutral 
as between the Grand Trunk and Canadian 
Pacific railways. Tho new company is work 
ing tosecure the Government subsidy. Three 
or four very fast steamers will be built, su 
perior to anything ruoning to New York, 
and it is expeo‘ed that the traflic to and from 
Chicago aud tho North-West will be thus 
directed towards this, the natural route 
Montreal will be the summer port and oither 
Halifax or St. John the winter port. The 
steamers will be built by the Naval Con 
struction and Armament Company, who 
also had the building of the now Canadian 
Pacific Railway steamers. 

Tho first of tho Allan boats to forsake 
the St, Lawrence will be the ‘*Assyrian,” 
**Ooroan,” **Pomoeranian” and ‘*Siberian.” 
With these four steamships the Allaa’s have 
formed » weekly service between Glasgow 
and New York. ‘The first vessel) sailing will 
be the ‘‘Assyrian,” which will leave Glas 
gow on May 1, calling at Moyille and Lon 
donderry to ombark passengers, Theso 
four steamships were running to Montreal 
last summer from London and Glasgow.—

Tt opened the gate for all the 
falsehoods that have ever alighted on this 
planet. It introduced a plague that covers 
all nations, the Plague of Lies. Far 
than the Plagues of Egypt, for they -ycre 
on the banks of the Nile, but this on tue 
banks of the Hudson, on the banks of the 
East River, on the banks of the Ohio, and 
the Mississippi, and the Thamos, and the 
Rhine and the Tiber, and on both sides of all 
rivers. ‘The Bgyptuan Plagues lasted only a 

few weeks, but for six thousand years has 
raged the Plague of Lies. 

‘There are a hundred ways of telling a lio. 
A man’s ontire life may be a falsehood, while 
with his lips he may not once directly falsify. 
There are those who state what is positively 
untrue, butafterwards say “‘inay be,” softly. 
These departures from the teuth are called 
‘*white lies;” but there is really no such thing 
ase whitelie. ‘The whitest lie that was evor 
told was ak black as perdition, No inventory 
of public crimes will be sufficient that omits 
this gigantic abomination. There are 
men, high in Church and State, actually 
useful, self-denying and honest in many 
things, who, upon certain subjects, andin cer- 
tain spheres, are not.at all to be depended upon 
for veracity. Indeed, there are many men 
and women who have their notions of truth- 
fulness so thoroughly perverted, that they 
donot know when they are lying. With 
many it is a cultivated sin; with some it 
seems a natural infirmity. I* have known 
people who seemed to have been! born 
liars. The falsehoods of their lives extended 
from cradle to grave, Prevarication, misre- 
presentation, and dishonesty of speech; ap- 
peared in their first utterances, and were as 
natural to them as uny of thoir infantile 
diseases, and were a sort of moral croup 
But many have been 
placed in circumstance where this tendency 
has day by day, and hour by hour, been 
called to larger development. They have 
gone from attainment to attainment, : and 
from class to class, until they have become 
regularly gradva‘ed liars 

The air of the city is filled with false- 
hoods. They bang pendant from the chan- 
deliers of our finest residences; they crowd 
the shelves of some of oir merchant princes; 
they fill the sidewalk from curbstoene to 
brown-stone facing. . They cluster around 
the mechanic's hamuner, and blossom from 
theend of the merchant's yardstick, and 
sit in the doors of churches. Some call them 
“fiction.” Some style them “fabrication.” 
You might say that they were subterfuge, 
disguise, delusion, romance, oyasion, pre- 
tenee, fable, deception, misrepresentation; 
but, as I am ignorant of anything to be 
gairied by the biting of a God-defying out- 
rage tinder a lexicographer’s blanket, shall 
chiefly call them what.my father taught me 
to call them—lies, 

I shall divide them into ag Wenitoral! mer- 
cantile, méchanital, éccelesiastical and social 
lies, 

First, then, I will speak of those that are 
more particularly agricultural, There is 
somethiug inthe perpetual presence of na- 
tural objects to make aman pure. The trees 
never issue “false stock.” Wheat flelds are 
always honest. * Rye and onts nover moyo 
outin the night, not paying for the place 
they baye occupied. Corn shocks never 
make false assignments. Mountain brooks 
are always ‘“‘current.”’ The gold onthe grain 
is| never counterfeit. The sunrise 
never flaunts in false colors. The dew 
sports only genuine diamonds. ~ Taking 
farmers as a class, 1 believe they are trath- 
fuland fair in dealing, and kind-hearted, 
But the regions surrounding our cities 
do not always’ send this sort of “men 
to—our—markets.——Day by —day there 
crenk_through- the streets, and about the 
market houses, farm wagons that lave not 
an honest spoke.in their wheels, or a truth- 
fal rivet fron tongue to taibboard. During 
the last fow years there lave been times 
whien domogtic oconomy has beén foundered 
on the farmior’s fitkin 

In the next place we notice merehantile 
lies, those before the counter and behind the 
counter, I wiitnat attempt % specify the 
different forms of commercial falsehood 
There are merchants who excuse themselves 
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for deviation from truthfulness because of 
what they—eall\ commercial custom. In 
other words, the multiplication and wniver- 
sality of a sin turns it into a virtue, ‘Thero 
have been largo fortunes gathered where 
there svas not one ‘drop of -unreqnited 
toil in the wine; not. one spark of 
bad temper flashing from the bronze 
bracket: not one drop of needle-woman's 
heart-blood in the crimson pludh ; while there 
are other gréat establishments in which 
there is not.one door-knob, hot one brick, 
not one trinket, not one thread of lase, but 
has upon it the mark of Gishbnor, What 
wonder if, someday, a hand of toil that had 
been wrung, and worn ont, and blistered 
until the skin came off, should bo placed 
Against tho elegant wallpaper, leaving its 
mark of blood=four flugers and a thumb: or 
that, somo day, walking tho halls, 
should be a voice osting tho o 
saying, ‘Six cents for making o 
flying the room, another 
‘Twelve cents for an

Yot how maygr will, day by 
day, hour by hour, utter what thoy know to 
be wrong. You say that you are selling at 
less than cost. If so, thon itis right to say

You say that that article 
five dollars. Did it? If so, then all right 
If it did not, then you have falsified 
purchaser, You are “beating 
down” the goods, You eay that that article 
for which five dollars is charged, is not 
worth more than four dollars? It is worth 
no more than 4 dollars. Then all right. If 
it bo worth more, and for the sake of getting 
it for less than its value, you wilfully 
depreciate it, you haye falsifled. 

Would you dare to make an estimate of 
how many falséhoods in trade were yester- 
day told by hardware mén, and clothiers, 
and fruit-dealers, and dry-goods | establish- 
yonts, and importers, and jewelers, and 
lumbermen, and coal-mercbants, and station- 
er and tobacontsta? suddles, 
about buckles, about ribbons, about carpets, 
about gloves, abont coats, about shoes, about 
hats, about watches, about carriages, about 
books—about overything. In the name of 
the Lord Almighty, I arraign commercial 
falsehoods as One of the greatest plagues in 
city and town. 

In the next place, I notice mechanical 
lies, There is no class of men who ad- 
minister more to the welfare of the city 
than artisans. To their hand we must 
look for the building that shelters us, for 
the garments that clothe us, for the car 
that carries us. They Wield a wide-spread 
influence, There is much derision of what 
is called “Muscular Christianity,” but in 
the latter day of the world’s prosperity, I 
think that the Christian will be muscular, 

We haye a right to expect of those stal- 
wart men of toil the highest possible in- 
tegrity. Many of them answer all our ex- 
pectations, and stand at the front of religi- 
ous and philanthropic enterprises. But this 
class, like tho others that I have 
named, has init those who lack in the ele- 
ment of veracity. They cannot all be 
trusted. In times when the demand for 
labor is great, it is impossible to meet the 
demands of the public, or do work with 
that promptness and perfection that would 
at other times be possible. But there are 
mechanics whose word cannot be trusted 
atany time. Noman hasa right to promise 
more work than he can do. There are 
mechanics who say that they will come on 
Monday, but they do not come until Wed- 
nesday. You put work in their hands 
that they tell you shall be completed in ten 
days, but it is thirty. There have been 
houses built of which it might be said 
that every nail driven, every foot of 
plastering put on, every yard of pipe 
laid, every shingle hammered, every brick 
mortared, could tell of falsehood connect- 
ed therewith, There are men attempting to 
do ten or fifteen pieces of work who have 
not the time or strength to do more than 
ffve or six pieces, but by promises never 
fulfilled keep all tae undertakings within 
their own grasp. This is what they call 
“nursing” the job, 

How much wrong to his soul and insult 
to God 4 mechanio would save, if he pro- 
mised only so much as he expected to be 
able to do. Society has no right to ask of 
you impossibilities, You cannot always cal- 
culate correctly, and you may fail because 
you cannot get the help that you antici- 
pate. But now I am speaking of the wil- 
ful making of promises that you know 
you cannot keep, Did you say that that 
shoe should be mended, that coat repaired, 
those bricks laid, that harness sewed, that 
door grained, that spout fixed, or that win- 
dow glazed, by Saturday, knowing that you 
would never be able to doit? Then, before 
God and man you are aliar. You may say 
that itmakes no particular difference, and 
that if you had told the truth you" would 
have lost the job, and that people expect to 
be disappointed. But that excuse will nat 
answer, There is a voice of thunder rolling 
among the drills, and plains, and shoes 
lasts, and shears, which says. ‘All liars shall 
have their part in the lake that burneth 
with fire and brimstone.” 

I next notice ecclesiastical lies; that is, 
falsehoods told for the purpose of advancing 
churches and sects, or for the purpose of de 
plethig them, There is no use in asking 
many a Calvinist what an Arminian 
lieves, for he will be apt to tell you that 
the Arminian believes thata man Can con- 
vert himself; or to ask the Arminian what 
the ¢ for he will tell you 
that the Calvinist believes that God made 
some men just to dia There ji 
no need of asking .a predo-Baptist what a 
Baptist believes, for ho will be apt to say 
that the Baptist believes immersion to be 
positively necessary to salvation, It f&% al- 
most impossible for one denomination of 
Christians, without prejudice or misrepro- 
sentation, to state the sentiment of an op 
posing sect. If a man 
and you ask him what Presbyterians believe, 
he will tell you that they believe that there 
aro infants in bell a span long! 

It is strange also how individual churches 
will sometimes make Yaisstatements about 
othor individual churches, It is ospex ially 
so in regard to falsehoods told with rofer- 
ence to prosperous enterprises As long 
asa church is feeble, and the singing is 
discordant, and the minister, through the 
poverty of tho church, must go with a 
threadbare coat, and here and there a 
worshipper sits in the end of @ pew, having 
all the seat to himself, religious sympathy 
of other churches will say, “What a pity 
But, lot of prosperity come, and 
even ministers of the Gospel, who ought to 
be rejoiced at the largeness and extent of 
the misrepresent and 
falsify, in regard ta

I 
do not know that she was ever offered the 
bund in marriage She lived single, that 
untrammelled she might be 
blessing; Whenever the sick were to bo 
Visited, or the poor be proviaca wit 
bread, she went witha blessing. She could 
pray, “Rock of Ages,” for any 
sick pauper who asked her As she 
got older, there were days when 
she was a little sharp, but for the most 
part auntie was a sunbeam—Just the one for 
Christmas Eve. She knew better than any 
one else how to fix things. Her every pray- 
er, as God heard it, was full of everybody 
who had trouble. The brightest things 
in all the house dropped from her fingers, 
She had peculiar notions, but the grand- 
est notion sho ever bad was to make you 
happy. She dressed well—auntic always 
dressed well; but her highest adornment 
was that of a mock and quiet spirit, 
which, in the sight of God, is of great 
price.

Dr. Youker, who madé tha) post mortem 
examination, read a longthy roport of his 
work, giving tho details inevery particular. 
Oo the left knee of the deceased) wére two 
wounds ebout I and J inohos in dength, 
directly over, tho) patella and) extending 
hedrly to the hone. ‘Tho thainb and fore- 
Boece oF tHe left hand were cut deeply, thab 
on the\forefinger to the bone. The palm of 
the hand was cut, also tho middle finger: 
On the left side of the chest was a wound % 
ofan inch long, penetrating the wall of the 
chest, between the sixth and se.enth rib, 
Theee wounds were inflicted before “death. 
On opening the chest the left pleural cavity 
was found to contain 44 large teacupefall of 
soft clotted blood. The heart was not 
wounded, but the wound made in the re- 
gion of the heart caused death. 

This completed the svtdence and the jury 
retired, and in a short time brought in the 
following verdict : , 

That James Kane. on the 23rd day of 
March, in tho year of our Lord 189], at 
the City of Belleville, in the County of 
Hastings, did feloniously, wilfally and of 
his malice aforethought, kill and murder 
one Elizabeth Kane, against the grace of 
our Lady the Queen, her crown and dignity. 

The prisoner when asked by the coroner 
if he had anything to say, ab first stated 
that ho was ‘‘guilty,” but afterwards stated 
that he had nothing to say.

Austro-Gorman Commercial Treaty 

Lonpon, March 27.—The Vienna corres 
pondent of The Times, speaking of the 
Austro- German commercitl treaty negotia- 
tions, declares that the last difficulties were

HE TELLS HIS EXPERIENCES IN THE 
LAND OF THE CZAR, 


Ao Ipteresting Letter from Baren Vou 


der Kosenstadt, af Hamilton, Who in 


Visiting the Land of His Fathors—The 


Dangers He Faced, 


When the Baron Von der Rosenstadt left 
Hamilton for Europe some weeks ago, be 
did not intend to cross the frontier from 
Germany into Poland to visit the scones and 
friends of his youth, owing to the fact that 
he is still liable to compulsory seryico in the 
army of the ezar, and, if detected by the 
secret emissaries bf the autocrat, might be 
hustled unceremoniously away towards tho 
north pole and compelled for the next fow 
yotirs to dine off snowballs in Siberia, But 
he faced the danger. A letter was received 
from the baron yesterday by a friond of his 
in this city, Itis dated from Warsaw, Feb 
28. Following are some interesting oxtracts 
from it: 

‘As you are aware, I bad given up my in- 
tention to visit the land of my forefathers, 
held under the rule of the Asiatic barbarians: 
but for the love of my native soil and my do 
sire to convince myself of the oppressions, I 
undertook the dangerous journey and pot 
safely oyer the border, A friond of .onr 
family in Breslau was found, who at once 
offered me his own passport, and then my 
yoyage to the barbarians started, From 
Breslau we divided and Tstarted late in’ the 
afternoon alone for the line to a place callbd 
Myslowitz (vhere the three emperors met 


afew years ogo) Really, as I was nea - 


ing the border [I thought my courage 
would leave me, and | had a gool 


mind to start back. All the miseries of 
Siberii and the sufferings in the mines of 
Katmschatka were before my eyes; but after 
living in Canada for so many years, my 
British courage did not leave me. Larrived 
at the border late at night. At the first sight 
of a Roman official I trembled, and wished 
myself back in our beautiful Canada, my 
adopted and free country. I handed a long- 
bearded, long-coated officer my passport, and 
the passengers had to go into the custom- 
room and open their baggage. As soon as we 
were locked in the searching-room the passen- 
gers had to stay around the table, and a 
sharp scrutiny began, Everything passed 
over nicely with me. After the searching 
the room was opened. As the passengers 
were going out two Cossacks searched 
our pockets. Unfortunately, a poor 
Woman was caught with a package of coffee 
inher pocket, and you ought to have soon 
the way the moseal pulled her back by the 
hair, My blood was boiling. But what 
could I do in this modern Egypt! I only 
wished I could have done the same thing 


Moses did in Egypt when he saw an 
Egyptian abusing a Hebrew. But I kept 
mum, and what happened to the poor 


woman I was afraid to ask. After passing 
the searching room I started for the refresh- 
ment saloon and tried the first glass of 
wodky, and certainly it infused in me some 
more courage. I sat down to a table and 
took a meal, but you may believe my appe- 
tite for that meal was not so great as usual 

At last the bell began to ring and every 
passenger had to go for his passport, I 
came to his nibs and asked him in German 
for my passport. After scrutinizing me 
for a few seconds, he delivered to me the 
same, At last I reached the cars, In 
about four hours later I arrived at the 
house of my brother-in-law, and you can 
imagine the joy atmy lucky way of cross- 
ing the border, At present they aro very 
strict, with all the foreigners over the 
Brazilian emigration affair, All the Polish 
papersare full of the misery the people suf- 
fer in Brazil, and the government is check 
ing the emigration and driving all the agents 
outofthe country, and punishing any of 
them found giving pamphlets conc orning 
Brazil. After a stay with my sister for 
two days, and not showing myself during 
the day, I left at midnight for Warsaw 
where I took a room in an hotel for the sake 
of having my passport certifled, so as to be 
able to give an account where I stayed all 
those days. Certainly Lam with my folks 
all the day, and at night I wander around 
the sights of the beautiful city of 
Warsaw But what a change in regard to 
religions and political freedom! During 
the whole journey through Poland I could

OUR HORSE MARKETS NOT RE. 
CBIVED. 


‘The horse raisers among our farmers 
were given to understand that the effects of 
the McKinley tariff would be so disastrous 
on the horse market as to destroy tho pro- 
fits of the business. Its practical workings 
are nob by any meansso serious, however. 
Just how much of the increased duty Is 
belog paid by the American buyer we shall 
not; now attempt to determine, but already 
moré than one horse dealer here has learn- 
ed that his own prices are bat little effected. 

‘The following facta are to the polnt : 
Mr. Adams, a large American horse dealer, 
who has been: in the business for many 
years, purchased twenty horses from the 
farmers in Lennox and harried them away 
before October 1st, before the new bil) 
came Into force. The aggregate cost of the 
twenty amounted to $1807 or an average 
of $90.35 each. In January Mr. Adams 
wal te twenty more horses of the same 

from amoug the same Lennox farmers 
and thelr aggregate cost was $1773 or an 
average of $88.65 each, being less than two 
dollars per head difference, 

The first lot was bought, too, at the time 
some farmers were not yot done with their 
fall work and were not willing to sell quite 
ao cheaply on that account. 

Wast week a Mr. Brecken, a Now York 
horse dealer, purchased at Napanee and 
vicinity seventeen horses, for which he 
paid, in all, $2,187.50-or equal to $128 per 
head. But two of these horses were pur- 
chased for less than $100 and one of them 
was 14 years old, Nob long before the 
same dealer took away a similar number 
and was well satisfied with his transaction, 

as he sald he made $700 out of his purchase 
and sale, 

The probabilities are that the present 
brisk demand for our good Canadian work 
horses will not continue many years, as the 
largest proportion of them are purchased for 
street car purposes, and the days of electric 
street cars are now being ushered in, but 
while the demand continucs as it now does 
our farmers may as well calculate on the 

former prices for what horses thoy have to 
sell, Quite a number are being also ship- 
ped from Napineo to Manitoba, where 


they command a ready market and good 
prices,

HE WAS AN INNOCENT VICTIM, 


Detaila of the Murder of the Batgarian 
Mintater of Finance, 

Sorra, March 20.—The police of this city 
are actively investigating tho assassination 
of M. Balteheff, the Minister of Finance, 
who was shot and kilied yesterday evening 
by a man armed with u revolver, the suppo- 
sition being that the murderer mistook M. 
Baltchelf for M. Stambuloff, the Bulgarian 
Premier, with whom the Minister of Finance 
was walking at the time he was fired upon. 
As a result of the police investigation 3€ 
persons bavo been arrested, Tho pgisoners 
include M. Karaveloff. All the porsons 
taken into custody are members of the party 
which M. Karaveloff represents. 

Details of the murder show that, as is 
customary, a gendarme followed MM. 
Baltcheff and Stambuloff on their walk. 
Coming toa dark portion of the road the 
gendarme noticed four strangers who were 
following the ministers and acting in a 
ratber suspicious manner. Almost as soon 
as they were seen the strangers began firing. 
Their bullets missed M. Stambuloff, who 
had fallen a little to the rear of M. Baltcheff 
and had a very narrow escape. M. Baltchoff 
was struck in the breast by two bullets, He 
only uttered two cries before he died. The 
gendarme at once fired at the assassins, but 
missed bis mark. He then rushed at one of 
the men and cut him on the shoulder with a 
sword, but failed to disable him, and the 
four strangers escaped in the darkness. 

Among the prisoners taken into custody 
to-day is a Greek who recently purchased a 
revolver bere, and who, it is thought, is tho 
man who fired the fatal shots, 

The Sensation of the Day. 

Public opinion in London holds Russia re- 
sponsible forthe crime on the ground that 
Russian intrigue contrived the kidnapping 
of Prince Alexander, and was proven to be at 
the oottom of the Panitza conspiracy against 
the life of Prince Ferdinand. Stambuloff is 
acknowledged to be one of the ablest men in 
Europe. His genius and energy have created 
Bulgaria and made it the most respectable of 
the Balkan states, with the possible excep- 
tion of Roumania, He has made it a mili- 
tary power which noteven Russia can de 
spise, has maintained the finances in excellent 
condition and compelled Turkey to yield 
to Bulgarian demands in the face of 
menaces from Russia. Bulgaria is the 
most decently administered state in 
Eastern Europe and Greece, which a 
few years ago hardly recognized its exist- 
ence, now regards Bulgaria as a formidable 
rival for the future possession of Macedonia. 
While Stambuloff lives, it does not matter 
how many princes Russia may kidnap or 
assassinate, Bulgaria lives, Stambuloff’s 
death now would be what the death of Bis- 
marck would have been in Germany 15 
years ago, or of Cavour when Victor Eman- 
uel was not yet in sight of the promised 
land of United Italy. Therefore his mur- 
der would be of the greatest service to Rus- 
sia, and also in accord with many dark pre- 
cedents of Russian history. As it is, the 
plot, like that of Panitza, has miscarried, and 
Stambuloff still lives to hunt down the 
assassins of his fellow-minister. 

The men arrésted on suspicion of being 
concerned in the murder of Minister Balt- 
cheff are detained, but an examination has 
shown that the actual assassin has not yet 
been captured. 

The funeral of Minister Baltcheff took 
place to-day and was a pompous affair. 
Among the mourners were Prince Ferdinand 
and Princess Clementine, who returned to 
this city for the purpose of attending the 
funeral, 


A GHASTLY WITNESS. 


Part of Emma Pfitzenmeyer’s Vertebre 
Produced in Court—How Doctors Differ,

| 60, and they must be the sons of persons 
who have lived in, or within five miles of, 
Rugby since 1868, Those receive instruc 
tion free cf all charge. The major-foun- 
dationers are twelve boys selected, on ex- 
amination, fromthe townsfolk and people 
living within the fiye- mile limit, and quali- 
fied by attondance at the subordinate school, 
who, like tho old foundationors, receive 
their instruction free, The 24 minor 

foundationers musb have the same qualifi 

cations as to rosidence and preparation as 
the majors. Those secure choir tuition for 
one half the usualfees, The 96 foundation- 
ors may compote with all other students for 
the many Rugby prizes. 

Probably no other boy's schoo! in the 
wotld offers so many and such varied 
prizes. ‘To name them in tho briefesb man- 
ner would require moro than a column's 
space in this psper. Aside from the 
Queen's gold medal prizo foran Eaglish 
essay on some historical subject, I have had 
counted out tome by my companions up- 
wards of 75 prize, the value of the lowest 
of which is two guineas. On the line of 
excellonce in scholarship there are num- 
berless gradings and distinctions. The 
great goal to be reached in Rugby school 
life is the “Sixth Form’ of the upper 
school, and the life of a prwposter in that, 
There are fifteon prwposters. They consti- 
tite ‘the ‘tupper bench" of the upper, or 
highest, schoolin Rugby.

Mr, TyJ \Shanks sald thatalthough nob 
a mémber of the ohurch he had been par- 
tially identified with its work for some 
montbs past.

das Sb. ; and if you atop to take note of the 
soundings of this portion of tho river, you 
will find it the shallowest of any portion 
south of the lower bridgo, and the spot at 
which nearly the whole stretch freezes to the 
bottom. Tho greatest depth at any point on 
this line does nob exceed 4 ft, 2 inches, and 
that for only a space of 80 fb. on the western 
sido, Therefore this bar is a natural impedi- 
ment to the free outlet of the river,and must 
be removed. Many persons will state that 
the volume of water naturally flows on the 
oast slide of the river, behind the Queen's 
Hotel, and that therefore the channel on 
the east side of Mill Island is the natural 
vne. This is accounted for by the fact, 
that the bed of the river shelves towards 
the east aftor it leaves the lower bridge, 
and consequently drives the volume of 
water over to the deepor side ; but it must 
be admitted that all water courses, govern 

ed by equitable banks, will puraue a central 
course, and by that means increase the 
velocity. If this be true, then why not 
concentrate the force of our river, and in- 
crease its velocity until it expands iteelf so 
far to the south as to be harmless from In- 
undation, This only can be done by claar- 
ing the bed of the river south of the lower 
bridge and building a revetment wall or 
embankment on tho west side from the 
marble works to a point south of the ashery. 
Stone for this wall can be found in the bed 
of the river, can be selected from the ma- 
terial thrown up by a dredge and derricked 
ashore, and tho batance Jeft for filling in, 
thereby making real oatate costing less 
than the value of the cordwood alone, 
which has been swept off this embankment 
for the last twenty years. It has been re- 
marked that the Government appropriation 
for dredging in the past has boon useless. 
this is at total variance with the facts. It

300 feet wide an on the west side 12 feet 
deep, extending from deep water to the line 
of Dundas street, 350 feet south of the 
ashery. At this point ab lowest water there 
there iscight feet, belng the northern 
limit of the past dredging, and it is north 
again of this line where the current di- 
verges to the west, and it is on this ridge 
or bar that the ice grounds or freezes to the 
bottom during the winter and becomes an 
impediment to the natural outlet. There- 
fore concentrate the stream below this line 
and increase the depth above it, as near to 
the bridge as possible, and with the assist 
ance of the reyetment wall on the weat. 
side it will be Impossible for spring ice to 
form any jam until it reaches a point south 
of Mill Island. Any ordinary dredge will 
throw up an embankment to prolong 
the western wall south of the ashery at the 
samo time as it widenathe present channel 
and without additional cost. This, with 
the proposed roadbed from the foot of Dan- 
das street to Mill Island and the improye- 
ments already made on the west side of 
the island by last year’s dredging would 
coticentrate the volume of water far south 
of any point where a jam could endanger 
the city. The material points I desire to 
ilustrate are these ; clear the bed of the 
river as far north as possible without re- 
moving bed reck ; ralae an embankment 
on the west side from the lower bridge as 
far south as possible and connect tho foot 
of Dundas street by a pormanent roadway 
to theisland. As to ways and means, the 
latter is entirely provided for by the Gov- 
ernment appropriation, and the former can 
be built by utilizing the dredging from the 
bed of the river, the cost of which is the 
only serious matter for consideration, so 
much percubic yard.

At the Conncil meeting last evening the 
Mayor sald, before proceeding to the next 
order of business, which would be a motion 
to adjourn, and as there had been consider- 
able discussion by some cit!zens, concerning 
an impropriety of his at the last election, 
and as no member of the Couccil desired 
to speak of the matter, he would take the 
opportunity to speak of the matter himself. 
He could readily underatand why no gentle- 
man of the QOouncil had spoken of the 
matter, because it was something which did 
not in any way effect the Council, or the 
duties of any member of the Council, nor 
his own position as Mayor. Ib wasa polit 
ical matter entirely outside of the Council, 
for which no person or body was responsible 
but himself. The Council had always been 


known as a non-political body and 
he hoped it would always continue 
so, as he thought it would be a 


calamity to this city to have the action of 
its Aldermen inflaenced by political mo- 
tives—besides, he did not want any gentle- 
man to be blamed for avy act of his. The 
act was one which to say the most was mere 
stupidity, and he thought any fair minded 
person would look in vain to find any wilful 
intention todo wrong in what was done. 
The act had not injured any person or class; 
no one had galned any advantage by it ; no 
one had lost anything by it ; it was morely 
an irregularity caused by want of proper 
judgment, and when he made a miatake he 
was always ready and willing to acknow- 
ledge it. He made this statement not be- 
cause they were entitled to it as Aldermen, 
but as fellow citizens, who, recognizing the 
liability of any man to make an error, 
would be willing tu forgive and forget.

Levee.” This board consists of the head 
of the School, the head of the School House, 
the captains of football and cricket, and 
one other chosen by these four, This 
4ames’ board levies taxes to be paid by all 
for the support of school amusements, 


subjech to approval by the Head 
Master. It is also, from the boys’ 
standpoint, the grand council or sen- 


ate of the school, to be called together 
at apy time to consider any matter per- 
taining to the scholars’ interests at the in 
stigation of all, or for ordering any action 
where {t is desirable the whole school shall 
share—such as rebellion againsb too dry 
bread or ancient prunes, boycotts upon 
tuck-shops for unsavory or under-weight 
penny loaves ; or for thrashing the insolent 
“‘louts"’ (non-schoolmen) of the village. 
The head fellow of the House arranges the 
games, and, as my young friend apprises 
me, by universal consenb ‘does the licking.” 
If, when called on, a boy does not play, 
but ‘‘funks’’ and goes botanizing, swimming 
or fishing, a note is sent to him containing 
the dread words; ‘See me at my study at 
2:16." the boy goes aud is given ‘*200 lines” 
to write, a terrible pubishment to any Jad. 
But if he has committed the unpardonable 
crime of *‘minching" from cricket, in the 
Jangaage of my young friend, ‘tyou are 
ordered to kneel on a stool, bend over a 
chair, whilst a ‘Sixth Form’ fellow fetches 
out a sixpenny cane a yard and a half long, 
and gives you six rum cuts ; so of course, 
you aint in love with the ‘Sixth-Formers’ |” 

Nearly ali Rugby gémes have their own 
season. Hare and Hounds and _brook- 
jumping ‘‘comes In” with the Easter term. 
Towards the half-term there is a ‘*Big- 
side” run at hare and-hounds, Then the 
House steeple chases begin. The noxt 
term brings cricket ; and the next, that 
roughest and pluckiest of all English games 
football, never elaewhere played so roughly 
and pluckily as at Rugby; while raquets 
are at all times in season. 

in the House steeple chases the boys of 
the different houses pitch tents on the 
banks of the Avon, wherea brook flows 
into that stream. This little stream io re- 
markably winding, and as the course is up- 
wards of amile over the general direction 
of the stream, the racera are compelled to 
croas the brook from 12to 15 times. Some 
grand sprintiog and splashing are done 
here, and the boys, at finish, resemble 
those misguided creatures who emerge half- 
blinded from the mud baths ab Santa Bar- 
bara. 

Every boy at Rugby is compolled to play 
ad cricket, On eyery half-holiday matches 
are made between the houses, Each house 
has {ts ‘‘eleven” and ‘‘second eleven,” and 
often a ‘third eleven’; the latter two being 
respectively called ‘the belows” and the 
“two belows”. The first step of a Rugby 
lad towards a place in the envied ** School 
Eleven” who play the college matches, is to 
win his ‘tred” by nervy and excellent play. 
This gives him the right to wear a necktie 
of the same color as his hat-ribbon. Then 
he must gain his ‘‘22 cap,” that is, the pri- 
vilege of wearing the regulation dark blue 
cap, witha blue bound white cricket jacket. 
The match eleven are chosen from this priy- 
ileged class ; and Rugby cricketing season 
closes with the matches with Marlborough, 
at Lord’s, in London. Football is under pre- 
clsely the same system ; different ‘thouses” 
playing each other ; one side wearing blue- 
aod white stripes ; the other white, and 
both coverlng their doomed shins with the 
Rugby gray stockings. Tho best Idea pos- 
sible to be gained of a Rugby football 
match without seeing it, may be had by 
reading the splendid description in ‘*Tom 
Brown's Schooldays,” “Provision against 
actual siaughter is mado in one of the 
‘‘Rugby Rules’ which says; ‘‘Though it 
is lawful to hold a playerin amaul, this 
holding does not inclode attempts to 
throttle or strangle, which are totally op- 
posed to the principles of the game |” 

Brook-jumping is simply an outlet for 
superfloous, harmless’ irrepresalbility in 
Rugby boys. A whole house, or the entire 
school, goes out in charge of the champion 
jumper to the near brook flowing into the 
Avon. Then “following their loader” 
they begin and jamp the stream where the 
banks are narrow, each time increasing the 
space jumped until every lad is **ducked.” 
If a boy refuses to jump he is deliberately 
thrown In, and makes his way back to 
Rugby with his “twhites” dangling with 
water slx inches below their proper length, 
to receive only the sympathy of indignant 
housewives slong the way, who with 
motherly misconception of the firat prin- 
ples of boys’ real fan, know, and ip fitting 
terms denounce, “the ‘orrid h’outrage.” 
There is something fine and manly about 
hare-and hounds, Tho chaso jaa genuine 
test of pluck and endurance. ‘Two of the 
best runners of the school are selected as 
the “thares,”’ These are provided with 
finely oub papor bity slune over their 
shoulders in lizhb bags. Those particles of 
paper (now chopped like theatrical *tsnow"’) 
are flung out from time to time as *‘acent,” 
The hares are given about a minute per 
milo the advantage ab start, over the 
hounds, usually two boys from each house, 
The objoct is, on the part of the hounds, 
to overtake the hares, who make the chase 
in every poasiblo way difficult, and for both 
haros and hounds to ©xcol all provious ro- 
cords.
